Forbes 5227 Spruce street. 


Miss Forbes died instantly Sun- 


day morning when the car in 
which she was riding with her uncle 
left the roadway and struck a cul- 
vert five miles south of Wahoo on 
highway No. 77. 
Forbes, suffering with a broken 


left collarbone, was lodged in the 
Saunders county jail. Sheriff L. D. 
Mengel said Forbes was intoxicated 
at the time of the accident and 
that liquor was found in the wreck- 
age of the automobile. County At- 
torney Clyde R. Worrall called the 
inquest into Miss Forbes' death and 
ordered her uncle's arrest. 
Forbes and his niece were travel- 
ing in a sedan and were thrown 
through the roof of the machine 
when it struck the culvert. Miss 
Forbes' body was hurled about 
thirty feet from the culvert. Her 
head was crushed.

jects for airport construction and 
improvements in Nebraska was an- 
nounced Monday forenoon by Chair- 
man W. H. Smith of the state civil 
works board as welcome Christ- 
mas day news for the localities 
designated. Tbs amounts awarded 
total about $50,000, distributed as 
follows: 
Alliance, $10,905; Norfolk, $6,570; 
Kimball. $6,499; 
OgaUala, $6,090; 


Scottsbluff, $5,760; Hastings, $4,800; 
Osceola. $4476; NortlTPlatte, $4^62. 
This list was made up Sunday by 
Chairman Smith and Dr. A. A. Ar- 
rasmith of Grand Island, technical 
aeronautical adviser for the Nebras- 
ka civil works organization. Selec- 
tions were made 
from a list of 


about 30 applications previously ap- 
proved by Arrasmith and Governor 
Bryan's advisory committee. 
The 
ones regarded as most important 
from the standpoint 
of national 
aviation development and future 
commercial and military needs wera 
given preference. 
The money allotted 
each 
city 
named will be additional to quotas 
heretofore granted their respective 
counties. This will just about ex- 
haust available federal' funds for 
such construction: but it is hoped 
to obtain additional money from 
Washington, in which event more 
projects of the same kind will be 
sanctioned. 


Twenty per cent of the present 


grant in each instance may be used 
for materials, the rest being re- 
served to pay wages of men to be 
employed on the work.

(/P)—An armored 
railroad coach, 
with barred windows, pulled into 
the federal penitentiary inclosure 
about midnight last October 13. 
George Kelly, convicted kidnaper 
peered at 
the forboding prison 
walls: 
"111 be out before Christmas," he 
boasted. 
Well, here 'tis Christmas and the 
abductor of Charles F. F. Urschel, 
wealthy Oklahoma City oil opera- 
tor, still is here. 
"He's still with us," said Warden 


Fred G. Zerbst Christmas eve. "We 
can keep him from now on." 


And like two others given life 
sentences for the $75,000 ransom 
abduction and incarcerated here— 
Harvey Bailey and Albert Bates- 
Kelly is very much alone. His cell 
is in a vacant part of the highest 
tier along the west wall. The oth- 
er two are in isolation cells in the 
basement of the prison, annex, ad- 
jacent to the criminal insane. The 
annex is two miles from the prison 
proper and is within the confines 
of Fort Leavenworth. 


Christmas means nothing to this 


trio. They join no festivities, re- 
ceive no special food, see no one 
but their guard, have access to no 
reading matter. 


And the other convicts want none 
of Kelly, says Joseph B. Keenan. 
assistant attorney general who aid- 
ed in the prosecution of the Ur- 
schel kidnapers. He said they call 
Kelly—dubbed "Machine Gun" dur- 
ing his criminal career—"Blabber- 
mouth" and blame him for a tight- 
ening of restrictions.

Carter, observer in the Lincoln of- 
fice of the weather bureau, to the 
bureau's airport station at Winslow, 
Ariz. Mr. Carter and his wife will 
leave lor Arizona by automobile 
Tuesday. He has lived in Lincoln 
al his life, and is the son of H. G. 
Carter, who was in the Lincoln 
weather bureau for nearly 25 years, 
and was moved about a year ago to 
Boise, Ida. 


Owing to the economy program 


of the weather bureau, made nec- 
essary by greatly reduced appropri- 
atiorns. Mr! Carter's place will not 
be filled at the Lincoln office, it 
was announced by Thomas A. Blair, 
senior meteorologist. 
Mr. Blair gave out this statement: 
"The weather bureau found it nec- 
essary at the beginning of the fis- 
cal year last July to close a number 
of regular stations and to reduce 
the services at others, resulting in 
a considerably reduced 
personnel 
and reduced operating expenses, It 
is now found necessary to make 
further reductions in order to keep 
within the amounts allotted to the 
weather bureau. 


"The 
work of the Lincoln office 


was not seriously curtailed by the 
action last July, but now, along 
with practically all of the larger 
stations of the bureau, the force is 
being reduced by one employe, and 
this will make necessary a reduc- 
tion in the work of this office and 
its services to the public. I am not 
yet prepared 
to announce just 


what services will be curtailed or 
discontinued but the essential work 
of the bureau in making observa- 
tions, records and forecasts will^be 
continued without impairment.™

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25— 


(AP)—Twenty-nine countries 
were shown by the United 
States chamber of commerce 
today to have increased their 
purchases from the United

In a survey by the foreign com- 


merce department of the chamber, it 
was said that especially encouraging 
were the increased purchases by 14 
countries in the western hemisphere. 
The following list shows the gains 


for the 29 countries in the first nine 
months of this year compared with 
the similar period of 1932. 
Italy 20.1 per cent: Belgium .3 per 
cent; Spain 3.4; Poland and Danzig 
113.9; Portugal 18.8; Finland 7; Ru- 
mania 14.4; Mexico 14.3; Argentina 
9.5; Brazil 3.5; Panama .3; Colombia 
43; Venezuela 15.4; Dutch West In- 
dies 47.4; Dominican Republic 13; 
Honduras 8.9; Chile 31.1; Guate- 
mala 14.7; Salvador 8.5; Nicaragua 
5.9; Bolivia 47.2; Trinidad and To- 
bago 14.5; Palestine 51.6; Kwantung 
97.3; Iraq 1.9; South Africa 21.2; 
Egypt 23.6; Mozambique 11.8; and 
Canary Islands 18.6.

To 
loin the Christian ranks is to be 
identified with the best men of the 
race."

MISSOULA, Mont., Dec. 25 — 


(INS)—More than 100 passengers 
who were aboard 
the marooned

They were rescued from a train 


that was forced by washouts and 
unsafe track to stop in a canyon 
about 10 miles west of St. Regis, 
Mont.

Part of the trip 
to Mlssoula was made in a flat car, 
part in a bus.

- Power linp,s 
carrying electricity used for power 
on this division of the Milwaukee 
road were broken and damaged in 
many places by land and rock slides. 


Highways Blocked. 


Highways were also blocked by 
washouts and slides of mud. An 
a'ternate highway west by way of 
Clarks Fork was also put out of 
commission when bridges collapsed 
between plains and Thompson Falls,

Seen; Emperor Will 


Preside Tuesday. 


TOKYO, Dec. 25 — (AP)—Em- 


peror Hlrohito will make his first 
public appearance since the birth of 
the little crown prince last Sat- 
urday when he presides tomorrow 
at the formal opening of the par- 
liament of the empire. 
The imperial diet' really opened 
its annual session on Saturday, the 
day of the long-awaited nativity, 
but after a brief session dealing 
with organization matters, recessed 
for two days. 
Monday is at national holiday In 
Japan, the seventh anniversary of 
the death of the Mikado's father, 
Emperor Taisho, (Christmas is not 
observed in Japan) and Sunday is 
usually a holiday anyway. 


Colorful Ceremony. 


Riding in colorful procession of 
state carriages and cavalry escort 
the emperor will preside over the 
ceremonial opening tomorrow. He 
will appear before members of both 
houses gathered in the chamber of 
the house of peers and read a re- 
script opening the session. 
Thereafter, following a leisurely 
custom of more than a generation, 
the houses will adjourn for a long 
new year recess, to reconvene Janu- 
ary 22 and hear the statements of 
policy by the premier and his prin- 
cipal ministers.

Political Assassins Kill 


New York Primate 


Before Audience. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 25—(AP)—The 


Holy Cross Apostolic church was 
shuttered and silent today amid the 
chorus of Christmas hymns Irom 
neighborhood houses of worship, its 
altar desecrated by the blood of its 
primate stabbed to death as he 
opened Sunday morning's service. 
Archbishop Leon Tourlan. head 


of the Armenian church of North 
and South America, was murdered 
before a horrified congregation by 
a band of political assassins as he 
moved up the aisle in the colorful 
processional 
march. 
The killers 


closed In on the prelate silently and 
swiftly as he passed the rear pews 
behind his accolytes and choir. 
Under a rain of knife thrusts he 
dropped the cross he was holding 
aloft and crumpled without a cry 
to the floor, where he died while the 
enraged crowd was still struggling 
with his murderers He had been 
stabbed three 
times in the ab- 
domen. 
The suddeness of the crime and 
the uproar which followed made it 
difficult for the police to find out 
how many men had been in the at- 
tacking group or how many had 
participated in the actual killing. 


Two Suspects Held. 


One of the assailants hurled a 
bloodstained knife in the direction 
of the altar and dashed toward the 
rear of the church, where he was 
turned back into the crowd by the 
gun of the prelate's personal body- 
guard, drawn too late to avert the 
killing. 
A moment later a police 
officer 
tought his way through the milling 
worshippers and rescued two bat- 
tered men who were being beaten by 
members of the congregation. At 
police headquarters they were held 
on homicide charges after exten- 
sive questioning. 
They gave their 
names as Mates Leylegian, 39, and 
Nishan Barkisian, 38, both of New

RESTORED 1,500 
DRAFT EVADERS 


Wartime Objectors Given 


Full Privileges By 


Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 25— (/P) — 


Pull citizenship has been restored by 
President Roosevelt to 1,500 Ameri- 
cans who evaded the draft or so 
publicly opposed United States par- 
ticipation m the World war that 
they were sent to prison. 
The Roosevelt proclamation, is- 
sued on Christmas eve, followed pre- 
cedents set by George Washington, 
John Adams and Andrew Johnson. 
Washington and Adams granted 
amnesty to those who took part in 
Pennsylvania's whisky insurrection 
just after the United States was 
founded, while Johnson, in 1868, 
gave pardon to those who fought lor 
confederate states in the Civil war. 
The 1,500 persons allowed to re- 
assume the full duties and privileges 
by President Roosevelt, he said in a 
statement, were convicted "of giving 
utterance to sentiments adverse to 
the prosecution of the war and to 
the enforcement of the draft." 
Paid Penalty. 


"They have paid the penalty that 
the law imposed on them," he said. 
"The emergency that made it neces- 
sary to punish them has long ex- 
pired. Fifteen years have elapsed x x 
"Accordingly, I have Issued a 


Christmas 
amnesty proclamation 
extending a full pardon to all per- 
sons who were convicted of such 
wartime offenses, and who have 
compiled with the sentences Imposed 
upon them." 
One of the nation's most famed 


draft evaders was Grover Cleveland 
Bergdoll of Philadelphia, who went 
abroad, so he said, to search for a 
"pot of gold," thereby escaping ap- 
prehension and punishment. Berg- 
doll, now married and with three 
children, has a home In Germany. 
Last Evaders Freed in 1923. 


Another famed objector was Eu- 
gene V. Debs, late socialist leader, 
who died in 1926 after being pard- 
oned by President Harding. 
Ten years ago Calvin Coolidge. a. 


few days before Christmas, commut- 
ed the sentences of 31 persons still 
imprisoned for conspiracy to hinder 
prosecution of the war or for draft 
evasion.

pleted their terms when Coolidge 
acted.

years have elapsed since Charles Dickens 


wrote and published the most famous of all 


Christmas stories-"The Christmas Carol." Ordinari- 
ly, Mr. Dickens was a bit heavy on pathos, and in 
trie creation of Tiny Tim he did not depart from 
his traditional style, but in spite of it, he succeeded 
in developing a blood and flesh, lifelike lad, whose 
Jneager boyhood was frosted and stunted with pov- 
erty. And If Mr. Dickens exaggerated the tragic 
circumstances of the British poor, his literary li- 
cense can be Justified both from the standpoint of 
actual conditions, and ultimate results. 


It took a strong emotional genius of the type of 


Dickens to open the eyes of the landed aristocracy, 
the intellectuals, the Industrial barons, and royalty 
to the wrongs of the impoverished and forgotten 
lower classes. 


It was from them that Dickens came. His father 


held a minor governmental post; his family was 
poor- and improvident. His schooling was slight, aug- 
mented solely by reading at home and In the Brit- 
ish museum. Literally, his biographer remarks, he 
was educated by contact with life itself. So If aft- 
er he attained manhood, in the lamplight of his 
study he dipped his pen into a vial of blistering 
satire to supply the British public with a never end- 
ding stream of criticism, it was because he himself 
had known something of the wrongs of which he 


His first fame came from the "Pickwick Papers," a 


series of fictions representing the life and the man- 
ners of the middle and lower classes of the British 
Isles. They were followed by exposures of work- 


• houses, of the wrongs and cruelties inflicted on 
wretched pupils by the cheap schoolmasters of York- 
shire, and then for twenty years this prolific and 
brilliant writer battered at the doors of the citadel 
of social privilege. It is an engaging thought on 
this Christmas day that one man could have shaken 
so greatly the crystalized, frozen thought of Indif- 
ferent people who had come to regard their station 
to life as a gift from God. Of all earthly purgatories, 
there has been none in modern civilization to com- 
pare with the London slums. In them swirled the 
flotsam of the world— an assortment 
hah* animal. 


half human— wretched deformities— hideous depravi- 
ties—men and women emboldened and desperate by 
the gnaw of hunger, the sting of cold In whiter, and 
•winter and summer both the suffocating strangle- 
hold of Inevitable futility. 
* * • 


UT in his Christmas carol, Dickens raised hlm- 
_ 
self from the gloom to weave an enchanting 


message of the hope of reformation. It was one 
of those miracles of the soul. 


We said at the start that Tiny Tim and Scrooge 


were moderns, and so they are. They will be mod- 
erns as long as there is poverty and greed. They will 
be moderns until the millenium arrives, until the poor 
house fades, until there is plenty, an abundance, for 
all, until the under-nourished and those of limited 
opportunities disappear, until there enters the hearts 
and souls of men and women an idealistic unselfish- 
ness—which, today, the same as in Dickens time, 
seems, as removed, as elusive, as unattainable as the 
will o' the wisp. 
There It goes dancing over the hills, to lose Itself 


in the mists or In the blue of the skies. It, In fact, 
embraces and reveals the struggles of men since the 
beginning. The parent of wrong Is selfishness. No 
one Is entirely free from it, and few, Indeed, escape 
its blighting, shriveling currents at some time in his 
or her life. But we rejoice in a good man or a good 
•woman. We take heart at those who speak candid- 
ly. honestly, and at the same time, with such a 
•warmth of friendliness and human kindliness that 
to come In contact with them Is as refreshing as the 
kiss of a soft breeze born on the wings of a June 
night. We are chastened and regenerated and In- 
spired by acts of generosity and tenderness. Our 
faith Is renewed and reborn dally because every 
twenty-four hours there is at our elbow and before 
our eyes, the reminder of ennobled spirit. 


Scrooge was a tough old sinner. Through Dickens 


eyes, his only happiness sprang from growing wealth. 
It took "Marley's Ghost" to restore vision to his 
blinded eyes, to make him conscious of the others 
around him. and to give him the first real happiness 
of his life. Unfortunately, the only ghost of a world 
which has put away Its fears and superstitions Is 
conscience, which, as in the case of Scrooge, can be- 
come frightfully blighted. Even so late as a few 
years ago, conscience became a rare and a neglected 
•virtue. In the peace, warmth, .and security of the 
walls of homes today, at a time when the season Is 
provacative of solicitude and sympathy, there may be 
no room for thoughts of those less fortunately 
situated. 
C 
was eighteen centuries old and 
more, when Dickens wrote his Christmas carol. 


It had come far in those 1800 years, although as al- 
ways, prugre&i, seemed painfully slow. And since the 
time that he was so vividly placing the wiougs of 
the poor m permanent literature. 5t is only fair and 
proper to suggest that the world has moved forward 
more rapidly In ninety yews than it did prior to 
that time. 


So much has been accomplished. There Is none 


of the cruel zeal the terrible fanaticism, the harsh 
intolerance which Inflicted untold suffering; in the 
name of righteousness. The *?rirtt of philanthropy 
has taken root In these last ninety years, with the 
result that magnificent bequests to humanity, to im- 
prove Its stains, to lighten it* heart, to guaitl and 
protect It from natural enemies, are observable. Both 
the government and private agencies through the 
determined efforts of Individuals are wapine macnl- 
ilcent fichts for the Improvement of Its children and 
their feHow beings. It is this which ».-ives us stirncth 
*nd courage. The destiny of Tiny TJm Is no* & futile 
one. The salvation of old Scrooge Is noi hopeless. 
The miracle of that Christmas eve Is the reality of 
•veryday life, so ordinary, so commonplace, so con- 
stant that we fail to recognize It, It requires an 
•pprectetion of people. With » ranch rWJ-nee to 
ft» «Btn«r, tt JbooU not ta tasotfcn ttat *t 


heart, humankind !• fair, decent, wholesome, pos- 
sessed of the spark which differentiates It from the 
animal kingdom, and which gives It the right to 
wear the crown u the son of Ood. 


IT'S STILL A DOLLAR. 


OUND money" newspapers find much to crltl- 


else in the latest move by President Roosevelt 


in offering a premium for American mined silver 
of 50 per cent over the recent market price. Under 
the plan, silver producers will receive about 64H 
cents an ounce for their product, compared with the 
recent market price of about 43 cents an ounce. 


The Kansas City Star insists that such action Is 


of dubious value. Two experiments, It recalls, have 
been tried by the United states government previous- 
ly, and both failed at a time when world stocks of 
silver were much smaller than they are now. 


"Prom 1878 to 1893, the 
government 
purchased 


more than 400 million ounces of silver—practically 
the entire output of the United States mines, in an 
effort to raise its price to the old 16-1 parity with 
gold, but silver continued to decline in value. Again 
after the great war, the government paid a dollar an 
ounce for 200 million ounces of domestic silver when 
the world market was about 66 cents an ounce and 
after that experiment, the price steadily declined to 
about 25 cents an ounce early this year, making a 
ratio of 80-1 with gold." 


Only Mr. Roosevelt himself can reveal what he has 


in mind in these gold and silver moves. There are 
many reasons why they shall not be made public both 
here and abroad. 


But the avowed purpose in connection with the 


silver program is "protecting our foreign commerce 
against the adverse effect of depreciated foreign cur- 
rencies." At least, his most critical enemy will have 
to confess Mr. Roosevelt gave France some anxious 
moments in the gold pegging program, and France 
had them coming. She has been a thorn in the side 
of this country in all the present administration has 
attempted to do to Improve world economic condi- 
tions. There are many ways in which to measure 
the success of a program. Mr. Roosevelt In this 
money agitation is caught in a swirling vortex of 
counter-opinion. There are those, and their num- 
bers are considerable, who would start the printing 
presses to working. Others insist upon the free coin- 
age of silver. Still others demand the gold dollar be 
left untouched. 


Between all of them, there is this remarkable fact. 


The American dollar today is no less desired and 
valuable than it was a few months ago. The over- 
subscription of a new governmental bond issue re- 
veals no lack of faith, either in the government or 
in the American dollar. Despite all the dark fore- 
boding, the dollar commands as much respect as 
ever. 


BACK TO THE TAPROOM. 


"WKTHAT memories are awakened by the news from 
WT New York that Fritizi Scheff had pleaded with 
a Waterbury, Conn., court for a little more time in 
which to pay a Judgment against her home, amount- 
ing to $1,598. There were times when that sum did 
not cover even the cost of a stogie costume she wore 
when she was the toast of the musical comedy stage. 
Luxury seemed to he a part of her—equally as much 
as the dark eyes and the masses of hair which, with 
a beautiful face and a beautiful figure, made her a 
glorious actress. 


She was one of the few who came from abroad and 


persisted in winning the hearts of American audi- 
ences. First, she was the unseen forest bird In 
"Siegfried" and Musetta in "La Boheme". ^From 
there, she entered musical comedy, Initially as Ba- 
bette and then as Mademoiselle Modiste. 


Something of the ecstatic profligacy of her native 


land in matters financial left her in her present 
straitened circumstances. 
She made a fortune and 


spent it, and now less beautiful, it Is a New York tap 
room for her In an effort to recuperate her fortunes. 


POSSIBILITIES OF RUSSIAN TRADE. 
F 


1930, the Des Moines Register points out, Ameri- 
ca exported 114 million dollars worth of goods 


to Russia, but in less than two years, the volume 
shrank to $12,400,000 for a two-year period. 


The loss of Russian trade, the Register declares, 


was due to impediments traceable to non-recognition. 
The United States had banned Soviet gold, and had 
placed tricky restrictions on imports from Russia, al- 
though they aggregated less than a fifth of the ex- 
ports. In addition, Interests here In the United 
States raised charges of dumping, of convict labor, 
and of other unfair 
competition against Russian 


goods. Before the untruth of the charges could be 
determined, the mischief 
had been done. While 


other governments were extending credit to Russia, 
the United States was attempting to discourage It. 


This situation furnishes the basis for the hope ex- 


pressed by George Peek and his associates that the 
Russian 
market may be enlarged greatly. As a 


counterbalance to exports, they point out, that in 
1930, the big export year, we took as imports crab 
meat, other fish, caviar and other fish roe, ermine, 
fox, and other furs, lumber and products, asbestos, 
manganese ore, platinum. We need them now as 
badly as we did then. Perhaps, an over-enthusiastic 
view of potentialities of Russian trade has been 
drawn, but even should the United States succeed 
In capturing the volume of 1930, it would be very 
helpful. An export market for 100 million dollars of 
American goods Is never to be sneezed at. 


THE IDEAL METHOD. 


TOOTHING: which the government does satisfies 
1« the Chicago Tribune. 
Recently. 
Washington 


agreed to finance two years construction work on 
Chicago's sewage treatment plant, but Insisted upon 
retaining the right to supervise the contract, which 
provokes the following comment from the Tribune: 


"Even If federal supervision 
will accomplish an 


that anyone expects In this direction, there Is still 
a very considerable possibility that the money will be 
pretty largely wasted. Great progress has 
been 


made in the science of sewage treatment, but few 
men who have studied the problem would deny that 
the ideal method Is stfli to be determined. The costs 
of equipment for the most economical plants are still 
enormous and the operating charges high. There Is 
much reason to fear that the best plant erected this 
year will be hopelessly obsolete a few years hence." 


Just where this criticism leads is doubtful. If car- 


ried through. It would seem that Chicago has under- 
taken to proceed with the problem prematurely— 
that oonunonsense and business Judgment dictate 
nothing should be undertaken until the ideal meth- 
od is discovered. And wouldn't that attitude have 
produced a squawk from the Tribune! 


The condition attached, giving the federal govern- 


mental authority to supervise contracts, arises oat 
of Chicago's experience In sanitary district affairs. 
Unless memory Is faulty, they brought down vigorous 
condemnation from the Tribune Itself.

Poor old George 
the Fourth, the emptiest shell of a 
man who ever lived, is said to have 
been loved by his servants as a kind 
master. His father, George the 
Third, upset the empire's applecart, 
but he was a pious and well mean- 
ing though an incurably stupid and 
perverse person. 
King Edward the Seventh out- 
grew his miserable youth and at 
heart was really a simple soul, af- 
fable, kindly and a good mixer. If 
the truth were known his son 
George, who now occupies Wind- 
sor's palatial castle, would rather 
be on the bridge of one of his bat- 
tleships.

Monarchs, heirs apparent, Infan- 
tas, princes and princesses royal are 
quite ordinary 
mortals at close 
range, and much more interested in 
the bing and threatening world out- 
side their. palaces than in their 
gilded pomps and 
high-sounding 
titles. 
Their correspondence reveals their 


reactions to revolutions, dethrone- 
ments and other stirring events. 
But it also reveals their equal In- 
terest in "dear Alfonso's wedding" 
or "dear Isabella's baby." If you 
doubt these statements read Queen 
Victoria's journals. Their literary 
quality is nil, but they give you a 
close-up on her qualities as a wo- 
man, a wife and a mother. Stefan 
Zweig's masterly "Life" of Marie 
Antoinette is a dramatic revelation 
of the utterly feminine creature 
whose fate was decreed by her lofty 
station. 
The truth is that monarchy could 
not survive at all if it were as use- 
less as you suggest. Besides, re- 
publics have snobs aplenty of their 
own, pressed down and overflowing. 
If I am to flop down before any- 
body I would rather do it before a 
person who at least represents his- 
tory, religion or art than one who 
is simply a priest or priestess of 
Mammon. How do you feel about 
that? 


QUESTION. 


What in your opinion is the un- 


derlying: issue in our troubled world 
which can give it order and peace? 


ANSWER. 
I regard the most important ele- 
ment to be neither merely political 
nor economic, but moral. Under- 
lying the major questions before the 
nations of the earth of who shall 
rule them and of how their produ- 
ucts shald be distributed, ic the 
basic problem of how we shall treat 
our fellow men. Is every individual 
to have the right to obey his con- 
science? What kind of a conscience 
shall he obey? And will his fellows 
recognize that right? 
These are 
three inquiries 
opposed to the 
theory that one man shall be mas- 
ter and the others merely the in- 
strument of his will. 
This is the real barrier between 
democracy and dictatorship. The 
advocates 
of democracy have al- 


lowed the debate to degenerate into 
a matter of institutions. But the 
institutions of yesterday believed to 
be democratic may not fit in with 
the needs of today and tomorrow. 
Nor should democracy be regarded 
as an eternally established order. It 
was once believed that extension of 
the franchise would secure it. but 
this has proved a mistaken belief. 
Meanwhile new ideals challenge 
those who steadfastly cling to de- 
mocracy. Because many do, they 
criticize our institutions. 
Others 
wedded to the past 
decry such 
criticism as treasonable. On the 
contrary, in countless instances it 
has been and still is sagacious pa- 
triotism. Still others in their de- 
spair urge that dictatorship is the 
solely practical method of govern- 
ment, and argue that the pas- 
sengers are made for the ship, not 
the ship for the passengers. 
Then- assumption is fundament- 
ally antagonistic to what I submit 
as the answer to your question. Or- 
der and peace cannot be in our 
troubled world until every single 
personality in it Is reverenced as 
God's creature, to be regarded al- 
ways as destined for divine pur- 
poses and never as a means for hu- 
man exploitation. 
A far distant 
goal ,to be sure, but one which 
must be ultimately achieved If civi- 
lization is to endure.

MASON CITY Neb., Dec. 23— 


To the editor of Lincoln Star: Hur- 
rah for Mr. Cramb, may his tribe 
increase. I wish every farmer had 
gumption enough to write and bury 
you with protests over your editor- 
ials They remind me of the story 
of the Uttle boy wno was absent 
from school. "When he returned the 
teacher asked where he had been. 
He replied that he had a paint job 
down at the stock yards. 
When 
asked why he failed to return with 
the other boys he said he was the 
best painter. The other boys could 
spread it on thicker but couldn't 
make it go so far or stick so good. 
I fail to see where the govern- 
ment has done one thing for the 
farmer 
Rather they have done 
him for all he is worth and that 
much more. 
We will take the corn loan. It's a 
good thing for a few farmers who 
need some money and don't want to 
take market price. 
But here is 
another phase of it. It virtually 
puts the feeder out of business as 
he can't feed 45 cent corn to $2.35 
hogs (the price in Ansley yester- 
day) and $1.75 to $4-00 cattle. Then 
when the government gets all this 
com on the f irst of August ana puts 
it on the market what will happen? 
Oh I know the government is will-

ing to take the loss, if any, 
they will tax the farmer to make 
it iip.

The Hog Program. 


Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 26 
the editor of The Lincoln 
The following discussion is 


written from the viewpoint of the 
agriculturist. It has in it, the writer 
believes, an underlying principle 
violated which should interest not 
only the producer and farmer, meat 
dealers and small packing establish- 
ments but the whole American peo- 
ple.Let us summarize briefly the ac- 
tivity of the Department of Agri- 
culture in regard to their "Hog 
Program." During the month 
of 
September the government ordered 
killed 6,200,000 pigs weighing be- 
tween 25 and 100 pounds and 220,000 
sows a ten approximate cost 
of 


$35,000,000. 
About 80 per cent of the pigs were 
destroyed for the edible purpose of 
being made into fertilizer and grease 
or being dumped into the rivers? 
This being done in the face of mal- 
distribution of foodstuffs which is 
leaving a considerable portion of the 
world's population hungry. Waiving 
the humanitarian viewpoint, the 
•wisdom of its economics is certainly 
being proved fautly. 
To ifnance such a program the 
government declared a tax on all 
packer floor stocks of pork", as well 
as any products held in public or 
private warehouses by retailers, on 
hand November 5, and a tax of 50 
cents per 
hundred pounds 
live 
weight on the hogs processed after 
November 5. This tax is to be in- 
creased the same rate each month 
until tne first of February when the 
tax will be $2 per hundred pounds 
liveweight. 
Let us see what the two taxes in- 
flicted so far have doneto the price 
of hogs. The top price on hogs at 
Chicago on October 16, was $5 per 
hundred. Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace announced the processing 
tax on October 17. and the top in 
Chicago dropped to$4-60 per hundred 
pounds. The first processing tax 
went into effect on November 5, and 
the next day the top in Chicago was 
$430 per hundred weight. In other 
words, .the fanner paid the process- 
ing tax. On December first the sec- 
ond tax went into effect and on this 
date (Dec 8) the top at Chicago 
is $3.55 per hundred weight. 
With' this warped program 
in 
mind let us consider the latest "faux 
pax" of the Agriculture administra- 
tion. The government requested bids 
for sides of pork for the needy and 
awarded millions of pounds at the 
average price of about 15 cents per 
pound, whereas two-thirds of that 
price would be good remuneration. 
Certain packers will probably make 
a net profit of hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars. 
Now The Lincoln Star on Decem- 
ber 7, states that the government is 
purchasing hogs at the eight lead- 
ing markets and that one of the 
larger packing company's is rumored 
to be processing the hogs for the 
government. It is stated further that 
the utmost secrecy was being em- 
ployed. 
Aside from the wasteful 
practices the government is encour- 
aging, it has a depressing effect on 
fair competition. 
In conclusion, let us consider this 
from the viewpoint of all concerned. 


The Farmer. He has experienced 
a drop in hog prices since the in- 
auguration of the tax of on» and 
one-half cents per pound with the 
threat of further decline as the tax 
s increased, whereas Secretary Wal- 
lace assured him that the October 
Hog price would be maintained. It 
is the hopes of the administration 
that the effect of the program will 
increase prices with the early spring. 
They overlook the tremendous in- 
crease of hogs to be marketed this 
summer which should undermine 
the vital ordinarily high markets of 
;he early fall months. It most cer- 
tainly has cost the farmer. 
The Consumer. The consumer has 
been effected indirectly by the pro- 
gram because of the depressing re- 
sult on the purchasing power of the 
"armer. 
The Packer. The effect on 
the 


Backer has been a varying one that 
may be better understood by con- 
sidering the so-called "big packer'" 
and the "small packer" separately. 


All packers were hurt materially 


by the payment of the tremendous 
sums as tax on floor stocks. Those 
;hat merchandised 
their products 


suffered losses such as might be ex- 
sected when large volumes of per- 
ishable foodstuffs are moved in a 
short period of time. The smaller 
packer did not participate in the 
wholesale slaughter of pigs to a 
large extent and consequently, were 
not to be aided by the government. 
Secretary Wallace, a short time 
ago, assailed the "big packer" in no 
uncertain terms as harmful to the 
agriculture in general. Now he does 
an about face and lets a contract 
for pork on which the packers will 
be able to make ridiculous profits. 
This works a hardship on the small 
packer since he will not be able to 
cut operating expenses as the big 
packer will through this additional 
volume. This forms an unequal basis 
of competition, and encourages the 
very points that Secretary Wallace 
so loudly denounced. 
The Government. Is seems appar- 
ent that the 
admnistration has 
charged the farmers $35,000,000 for 
an ill-conceived experiment; second, 
it has disturbed the laws "of supply 
and demand to such an extent that 
confidence in the future is lacking 
and consequently, 
prolonged 
the 
period of recuperation; and third, it 
has worked a considerable hardship 
on portions of the packing industry, 
the worse possible thing that could 
happen when all co-operation pos- 
sible should be enlisted against the 
depression.

Mrs. Parker's trick of throwing a 
gloss of artificiality over her scenes 
seems particularly effective in tnis, 
ner second volume of short pieces. 
Mr. Hemingway, on the other hand, 
is still his staccato self, sturdy and 
very much alive, 
although by no 
means always expending his 
gift 


upon material that matches it. 
Gilbert W. Gabriel's "Great For- 


tune," out this week, is a very 
amusing experiment in technique, a 


sort of plav within a novel—or per- 
haps it should be the other way 
about. More precisely, the story is 
told as if it were a play being read 
in the office of a producer, inter- 
larded with comment from various 
listeners, the playwright, and the 
author. 
Finally, there should be mention 


of Elizabeth Sprigge's "The Old 
Man Dies," which is an intelligent, 
if sometimes slow-moving study ttf 
the effect of a man's death on tne 
fortunes of a family.
